CHIEF MICHAEL FORSTER 
"Watch Your Cigarette ButtsJ' 



MTTELLO, Chief! This is Blanchard. 
There's been another robbery. I chink 
you'd better come over." 

This short conversation between Sergeant 
Ed Blanchard and Police Chief Michael For- 
ster, head of the Bogota, New Jersey Police 
Department, started a chain of events that 
was to lead to the solution of a baffling series 
of crimes. 

Within an hour. Chief Forster had arrived 
at the scene of the crime and made a detailed 
study of the house and grounds. The criminal 
or criminals had entered the house by remov- 
ing a panel from a side window.
